Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reasons for the allowance of the claims in this application are the limitations of one or 
more clamps being formed with a leg having a base, a descending member 
monolithically extending from the base, and an ascending member monolithically 
extending from the base in a direction substantially opposite the direction of the 
descending member, now included in independent claims 8 and 36 and in combination 
with the other elements cited in the claims respectively, which is not found in the prior 
art of record; and a footing grid comprising a means for variably positioning an at least 
one dual track rail on an at least one keeper and one or more clamps variably 
positionable on the dual track and the footing grid for demountably securing a module to 
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the footing grid, essentially included in independent claims 10 and 38 and in 
combination with the other elements recited in the clams respectively, which is not 
found in the prior art of record.
